Residence hall tenancy is at an 
alltime low at CSUS, forcing the 
Residential Life Office to adver- 
tise for the first time by mailing 
out more than 9,000 fiers to po- 
tential new students over the sum- 
mer. 

“The cutbacks in residents 
have really decimated us,” said 
Cynthia Cockrill, residential life 
director at CSUS. “We can make 
it this year, but unless we see 
increased admissions next fall, the 
on-campus housing at CSUS 
could be in real trouble.” 

Normally, freshmen and 
sophomores make up about 25 
percent of the students enrolled 
at CSUS and the majority of resi- 
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student residents, stands vacant

| University should take over AS! 
business office, V.P. recommends

Mernoy Harrison, CSUS vice 
president for administration, rec- 
ommended Tuesday that all of 
the Associated Student Inc. busi- 
ness operations be handled by 
the university. 

“ASI would contract with the 
university,” Harrison said. “The 
university would have full respon- 
sibility of ASI accounts.” 

Harrison spoke to the ASI 
board and made a recommenda- 
tion that would make all ASI busi- 
ness office staff employees of the 

ASI is a separate entity from 
the university and controls its own 
business affairs. AS] had only one 
employee who was responsible 
for business operations. 

“It is an opportunity to insure 
that someone else beside the ASI 
controller will look into the busi- 
ness situation,” Harrison said. 
“With the custodianship it was 
fuzzy as to who was responsible 
for what. We wanted to clear it up 
and let the students know that the 
university would take over the 
business office.” 


Harrison’s recoramendation 
comes after an internal audit of 
the ASI business office. The audit 
ouilined the problems found in 
the office and made recommen- 
dations to correct them. 

One audit finding was that no 
internal controls were present in 
the ASI payroll process. Employ- 
ees were performing tasks that 
were inconsistent with their job 
description, which allowed them

the opportunity to manipulate the 
accounting process. 

“ASI was not being handled in 
a way we thought was appropri- 
ate,” Harrison said. “We wanted 
to get it under control and have 
the university take over the entire 


operation.” 

The recommendation would 
also allow for continuity in ASI 
business operations, instead of 
changing every year with the stu- 
dent hoard, Harrison said. 

“It would give the board a 
chance to deal with their programs 
and not worry about the financial 
situation,” Harrison said. 

The board was not surprised 
by Harrison’s recommendation 
and agreed that the university 
should take responsibility for the 
AS] business office. 

“It is a realistic move, a good 
move toward answering problems 
that were preseried in the audit,” 
said Dave Fitzhugh, vice presi- 
dent of finance. “Knowing that 
the university will be accountable 
for the funds will make the busi- 
ness operations run smoothly and 
will insure that our money would 
be safe.” 

In other ASI news, the board 
voted unanimously to appoint Jana 
Gardener to the position of post 
baccalaureate director.

Students in need of 
classes are turning to 
private schools 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) Stu- 
dents frustrated by the increas 
ingly overburdened state college 
and university system are finding 
the answer at private colleges — 
if they have the money. 

Freshman enrollment at 
California's private schools is up 
7.4 percent this var and transfers 
are up 9.35 percent after being flat 
for years, according to the Asso- 
Ciation of Independent California 
Colleges and Universities. 

Fall enrollment at St. Mary’s 
College in Moraga is up 10 per- 
cent from last year, and transfers 
to the University of San Francisco 
are up 22 percent, most from 
report. 


“If you can’t get the courses 
you need at your school, don’ 
give up. Take them from us,” read 
an advertisement for Golden Gate 
University in San Francisco that 
appeared last week in student 
newspapers at San Francisco 
State, the University of California, 
San Jose State and other schools. 

But the option is only for stu- 
dents who can afford it. 

Anne-Marie Fisher made the 
switch from a public to private 
school, and saw her tuition in- 
crease from $75 a semester at 
Diablo Valley College to $1,900 to 
take nine units at Golden Gate. 

USF costs $4,000 to $4,500 a 
semester compared to $747 a se- 
mester at San Francisco State. 
Annual tuition at St. Mary’s is 
$11,865. 

“I looked into the state schools, 


but I just couldn't get in, plain and 
simple,” said Fisher, 21 of 
Martinez, who completed three 
yearsat Diablo Valley before trans 
ferring 


“It’s getting almost impossible 
to get the courses you need,” 
Fisher said Tucsday. “I took a 
summer school class (at Diablo) 
that had 32 students in it, and 
there were at least 45 students 
standing in the back, trying to get 
in. And that wasn't even a required 
class. 

“Don't get me wrong — Diablo 
Valley is a good school,” she said. 
“It’s just really hard to get classes. 
What's sad is that all these public 
schools are really good schools. 
Some of the teachers are excel 
lent. But it’s gotten to the point 
where it’s completely 


At USF, admissions director 
Bill Henley said the number of 
students enrolling for just one or 
two classes has jumped by a quar: 
ter to a third. 

“Maybe they're enrolled at SF 
State or UC Berkeley and can't 
geta key class they need,” Henley 
said. “They're willing to come over 
here and pay for it. 

“Orr sense it that more and 
more families are beginning to 
get the message that even though 
the initial cost appears higher, the 
long-term cost isn't,” Henley said 
“If you can graduate in four years 
instead of five, six or even seven 
years, and then go out in the job 
market and start earning money, 


_ it's a good investment.” 








Seats still available in 
classes at CSUS 


125 fewer classes ~ffered this fall

With this fall’s enrollment down by 1,200 
students and 125 fewer classes being of 
fered, CSUS still has 3,153 seats available 
in classes. 

The largest number of available seats 
can be found in lower division course offer- 
ings. However, only three seats are avail 
able in graduate courses. 

Although there have been campus-wide 
class cuts, the general education offerings 
have increased, said Cecilia Gray, dean of 
general education. Specific increases were 
noted in English, critical thinking and oral 
communication 

These classes were targeted as a result 
of a new g.e. plan which encourages stu- 
dents to complete these classes during 
their freshman year, Gray said. 

Instructors are also increasing enroll 
ment and filling classes to room capacity, 
she said. 

While many classes are packed, a few 
still have openings. Anthropology, drama, 
English, math, music, sociology and Span- 
ish departments have the greatest number 
of openings. Students may obtain informa- 
tion on available classes by contacting the 
desired department. 

The number of fulltime equivalent stu- 
dents (FTEs), those taking 15 units or 
more, has also dropped with enrollment. 

This number is figured by the number 
of students seated in each class, not by the 
number of bodies on campus. 


CSUS receives $1.3 million 
to restore some classes 


308 courses are restored because of money

CSUS has been allocated academic res- 
toration monies totaling $1.3 million for the 
fall 1992 semester. 

Administration Associate Vice President 
William Pickens said the money is part of

an academic recover ' program which pulls 
funds from a portion of the fee increase 
monies. 

The money has allowed the university 
to offer 308 courses that it wouldn't have 
been able to offer otherwise, Pickens said. 

“We were able to restore some classes 
and keep others,” Pickens said. 

The chancellor's office gave the univer- 
sity the money after it passed a projected 
annual enrollment requirement of 18,400 
students.

The decrease in students is due to fewer 
applications being received, fewer students 
completing application packages and a re- 
duction of continuing students from the 
spring semester io the fall, said Larry Glas- 
mire, director of admissions and records. 

The number of FTEs always decreases 
when enrollment decreases, Glasmire 
added. 

The greatest drop-off in enrollment 
seems to stem from 20 percent fewer junior 
transfers and fewer first-time freshman 
applicants. 

Glasmire attributes the drop-off in these 
two categories to uncertainties in the bud- 
get, tuition hikes and class availability. 

“We wanted there to be less students ... 
we didn't get the money to accommodate 
all the students,” he said. 

The official number of students attend- 
ing CSUS will not be released until Sept. 25. 
Unofficially, enrollment is at 24,032 and, 
according to Glasmire, is expected to rise 
by ancther four to six hundred students 33 511

If the first semester’s enrollment re- 
quirements meet the projections, the uni- 
versity will recieve another $1.3 million for 
the spring 1992 semester. 

Currently the projected annual enroll 
mei is only 18,100. 

“lt looks like we're going to be coming 
in pretty close,” Pickens said. 

If enrollment is lower than projected, it 
is possible that the chancellor's office will 
give the University less than $1.3 million 
for the spring, Pickens said. 

“Adjustments will be made in the 
spring,” said Steve MacCarthy, director of 
public affairs for the CSU system. 

About three weeks ago the academic 
affairs staff and the deans got together and 
saw who was underenrolled, Pickens said. 
Those with “unmet demands” got their § 
classes restored.

When a student complains in- 
formally, Lieberman will tell the 
alleged harasser about the com 
plant, telling him or her. “If you 
did this, don't ever do thus again. If 
you didn’t do it, then figure out 
what it is about your behawor that 
caused this complaint, and change 
that behavior.” 

Lieberman said that several 
years ago, CSUS negoutated the 
resignation of a professor who 
was found to have raped a stu 
dent. 

Other actions taken against 
harassers include their taking a 
semester's, or a year’s. leave of 
absence. 

According to the pamphiets, 
CSUS has recently revised its 
sexual harasssnent pobcy to in 
Chude these provisions: that sexual 
harassment is fer se unprofes 
sional conduct: that amorous re 
latonships are prohibited be- 
tween both students and instruc. 
tors, and between staff and staff 
Supervisors. 

In addition, amorous relation- 
ships between members of the 
campus community which occur 
offcampus may lead to difficul 
ties, including the appearance of 
conflcts of interest. 

For example, said Lieberman, 
a student who is involved with a 
professor will be perceived by 
other students to have an unfair 
advantage over the others

Science department gets $40K to help minority students 


Mentorship program targeted towards those interested in teaching science

CSUS shuttle adds new 
routes, bus to system 


Howe /Hunley & campus loop improve

CSUS's shuttle system has im- 
proved its service for the 1992-93 
academic year by adding a new 
shutile bus and campus loop route 
as well as expanding its Howe/ 
Hurley route. 

The new shuttle, which cost 
$84,000, holds 27 passengers and 
will be used primarily for the La 
Riviera route. This route is the 
most popular and should be 
granted the largest bus in the 
Hornet Express fleet, said Robert 
McQueen, transportation coordi 
nator. 

The La Rivera route leaves cam- 
pus by College Town Drive, turns 
left on La Rivera Drive, and trav. 
els down Watt Avenue and Fol 
som Boulevard before heading 
back to campus via College Town 
Drive. 

Much like the new shuttle bus, 
the addition of a new campus loop 
route is designed to help students. 
The new route, which runs coun- 
terclockwise, will operate 
throughout the day until its last 
stop at the Administration build- 
ing at 6:05 p.m. The original clock- 
wise route will only run froma 6:21 
a.m. to 3:50 p.m.

Assemblyw yi oman named to 
Higher Education Committee

Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown, D-San Francisco, replaced 
Assemblyman Tom Hayden as 
chairperson of the Higher Educa- 
tion Committee Sept. 4. 

Marguerite Archie-Hudson, D- 
Los Angeles, was chosen as the 
new committee chairwoman be- 
cause of her experience and 
strong support for education ac- 
cording to Brown's press release. 
She has a doctorate in higher 
education administration from 
UCLA. 

“I want to take this opportunity 
to thank you for your dedication 
and hard work as chairman of the 
committee,” Brown wrote to 
Hayden. “Your deep commitment 
to higher education was a true 
service to the people of the state 





of California.” 

Hayden's departure from the 
committee came because he won 
the Democratic nomination for the 
California State Senate in the June 
primary election. He is expected 
to win the seat in the primarily 
Democratic West Los Angeles 


district. Hayden will continue to 
be an advocate for education, if 
he wins the Senate seat, accord 
ing to a spokesperson. 

Archie-Hudson was elected to 
the Assembly in November 1990 
representing South Central Los 
Angeles. 

Her career in public service 
began prior to her Assembly 
election when she served eighi 
years as a member of the Board 
of Trustees for the Los Angeles 
Community College District. 

She also served as Brown's 
Southern California chief of staff 
in addition to being district chief 
of staff for former Congress- 
woman Yvonne Brathwaite- 
Burke, D-California. 

According to her official bi- 
ography, Archie-Hudson has had

State student aid cut 


15.2 percent cut from Cal Grants 


By ED ARIAS 


The California state budget has 
brought an increase in financial 
aid to federal grant recipients and 
some state programs, but Cal 
Grant recipients are going to suf 
fer with 15.2 percent cut signed 
by Gov. Pete Wilson on Sept. 2. 

A typical Cal Grant A award 
will be reduced to $445 from a 
previous $524 a semester and Cal 


Grant B recipients who had re 
ceived $1229 per semester will 
now receive $1043. 

According to Starla Satchell, 
director of financial aid at CSUS, 
“the students with the highest 
need will not have to pull more 
money out of their pockets, be 
cause State University Grants will 
increase, as will Pell Grants.”

Debate over political correctness 
continues on university campuses 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Politi- 
cal correctness, or choosing 
words carefully to not offend mi- 
norities, women and others, is 
still being discussed on college 
campuses, said students who re- 
cently started a new school year. 

“It's more ‘in’ to be politically 
correct than to say what you really 
believe in,” said Jody Burke, a 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
sophomore from Denver. “I guess 
you have to choices — to just 
reroute your opinion to the other 
side or don't get in the discussion 
in the first place.” 

Faith Sparr, a UNL. senior from 
Nebraska City, said ne didn’t be- 
lieve political correctness was a 
matter of choosing sides. 

“The way | think of it, it’s just 
choosing your words so you're 
not harming others or offending 
others, which I think is just night,” 
said Miss Sparr, president of Alpha 
Phi sorority 

Political correctness swept 
college campuses about two years 
ago. It is roughly defined as 
choosing words and actions so 
that women, minorities, foreign- 
ers and others are <iot offended. 

The Omaha World-Herald in- 
terviewed more than 20 students 
on several campuses. Some said 
they believed in political correct- 
ness, many cautiously approved 


of it and others said it was repres- 
sive, the newspaper said. 

Political correctness inchides 
issues such as multicultural per 
spectives in studies and diversity 
in student body and faculty. 

It also includes such issues as 
whether the word “freshmen” 
slights women and whether the 
universal he” should be replaced 
by “he or she.” 

Nebraska Wesleyan Univer- 
sity in Lincoln this year changed 
most references from freshmen 
to first-year students. Many stu 
dents called “freshman” sexist. 

Mike Stewart, a Creighton 
University senior from Chicago, 
said he enjoyed ethnic studies 
and agreed that campuses need 
greater diversity. But he said de- 
bating whether it is more appro- 
priate to write “he or she” instead 
of simply “he” was going too far. 

Miss Sparr said that efforts to 
get the UNL student government 
constitution changed to contain 
“he or she” had failed during the 
past two years. 

“It's not just ‘he’s attending 
this college, and it’s not just ‘he’s’ 
running this country,” she said 

Senior Frank Straub on the 
Creighton campus said opinions 
are bound to offend someone. 
“Someone somewhere is going to 
get mad at you.,” said Straub.

Because 24 of the 80 California 
Assembly races are without an 
will undergo a massive overhaul 
in the November election. 

Only one incumbent would 
need to lose in order to secure the 
largest turnover in the Assembly 
since 1966. There were 24 new 
members in the house in 1981. 

Some seats are open due to the 
reapportionment of districts, 
which changes the boundaries 
and has pitted some assembly 
members ayainst other incum- 
bents. 

An example is the candidacy 
of Councilwoman Juanita 
McDonald (D-Carson) in Distrct 
55 in Southern California.

Isenberg to compete for a seat. 
Connelly dropped out of the As 
sembly race and proceeded to 
run for the office of Superior Court 
Judge “because it was time for a 
change,” a spokesperson said. 
The open seats, coupled with 
the “incumbent backlash” that 
many political analysts have pre- 
dicted will occur as a result of the

Vanity Fair says Perot investigated 
daughter’s tryst with college professor 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
An upcoming article in Vanity Fair 
magezine alleges that Ross Perot

Nashville attorney John J.

Hooker called 
the Vanity Fair article “a disgrace.” 

“In the very beginning, six 
months ago, he kept telling me he 
did not want to subject his chil 
dren to outside hurts in life, 
brought in by his aspirations, 
Hooker said. 

“There is no doubt in my life 
that he was sincere.” 

“It is a diagrace for any news 
paper or periodical to write with- 
pinning down in a way that is fair 
and responsible what the real facts 
are, rather than simply letting 


someone for whatever purpose 
— meanness, politics, jealousy to 
hurt somebody,” Hooker said. 

The Vanity Fairarticle was la 
beled as gossip by James Squires, 
former press contact for Perot’s 
campaign, who contends the story 
was promoted by disgruntled 
Perot staffers who were fired. 

“The author with whom I have 
deah the past three or four weeks 
was obviously struggling for any 
kind of new information about the 
Perot campaign, and could find it 
only in the rumors relayed to her 
by disgruntled and unhappy staff 
members who w.-e in fact fired 
by Perot,” said Squires. 

“Itis very easy to distort a father 
paying to have security for his 
children into a tabloid situation,” 
Squires said. “He (Perot) was 
concemed about that story, but 
the idea that it drove him out of 
the race is just a joke — it’s just a 
distortion.” 

“There were a lot of reasons 
why Ross Perot quit his cam- 
paign,” Squires said. “Very few of 
them are reflected in this piece.”

In 1y72, Brown became a 
national figure after defending George McGovern’s nomination at the 
Democratic National Convention with the memorable statement. 
“Give me back my delegation.” Since then he has become a national 
spokesman for liberal causes. Brown has been known for his support 
of Civil Rights. This year he sponsored the Civil Rights Restoration Act 
of 1992, which is currently waiting to be either signed or vetoed by Gov 
Wilson. In addition, Brown has been an advocate of education. In the 
recent budget battle he continued to fight for less cuts in education 
However, his critics attribute his educational support to lange campaign 
contributions from the California Teachers Association. Brown sup- 
ports many liberal or Democratic Party issues including pro-choice, 
anti death-penalty and pro-affirmative action. He is currently in oppo- 
sition to Wilson's Proposition 165 because it not only cuts welfare but 
gives the governor more power. “My aim ... is for the nation’s most 
populous state to finally come to grips with the problems of overcrowded 
roads, air pollution and unaffordable housing,” Brown said. 


Future in Politics: There should be no problem in Brown's re- 
election to the Assembly. However, Wilson is leading a movement to 
elect as many Republicans as possible to the Assembly and oust Brown 
from the speakership. In 1996, Brown will be forced to leave the 
Assembly due to the passage of Proposition 140, the term limitation 
initiative. He is expected to return to his private law practice rather 
than seek higher office. 


Spike says students shiould

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
Filmmaker Spike Lee’s call for 
students to skip school when his 
“Malcelm X” film premieres 
should raise black consciousness, 
nota rackus, says one psychology 
professor. 


“I think it’s a good idea,” said 
Raymond Winbush, psychologist 
and assistant provost director of 
the Black Cultural Center at 
Vanderbilt University. “It will 
show that black people can mo 
bilize.” 

Others disagree and say what’s 
needed is a long-term approach to 
education, not a one-day break 
from the classroom. 

Lee said his fism, due in the- 


write areport of what they've seen. 
the teachers can't hold that against 
them,” Lee toid the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Winbush agreed, saying edu- 
cation is more than just sitting 10 
a classroom anyway 

Taking achildto sce a hitorica 
film like Malcolm X, then ex- 
plaining its significance at home 
is as good as spending the same 
time in a classroom. 

“This film is going to stimulate 
a reading of the life of Malcolm 
again,” Winbush said. “How can 
we deny this as not being an 
educational vehicle?”

“I don't know much about 
Malcolm X because he’s not really 
discussed in my history classes, 
or anywhere else,” Verge said. 

She said sometimes she and 
her friends may hear something 
about Dr. Maiitin Luther King Jr. 
But even then, it’s only segments 
of his speeches and not his full 
philosophy. 

Gerry House, superintendent 
of Memphis City Schools, agrees 
there’s not adequate teaching of 
black history in schools. 

But she said steps are being 
taken to remedy that problem. 

“The culture of blacks is a sig- 
nificant part of any study,” House 
said. 

She said this is why Memphis 
is planning to change its cure 
lum so that Afncan Amencan cul 
ture can be better integrated 

The most important task, she 
said, will be training teachers to 
follow through with the new plan. 

Black leaders say such a plan 
will keep youngsters from taking 
philosophies like that of Malcolm 
X out of context. 

They say many youngsters

Those that are involved with 
drugs or just facing hard times in 
their lives will be able to see they 
can better themselves, as 
Malcolm did. 

Rapper Kris Parker (KRS 
One) said better teaching of black 
history in schools’ is fine, but 
students need to do their own 
cultural research 

“The information is there, 
they've just got to want to learn 
themselves,” said Parker, who in 
his spare time lectures about black 
culturalism at colleges and uni 
versities across the nation. 

He said if African-Americans, 
both young and old, are to better 
and fully understand their culture, 
this is something they must do: 
“by any means necessary.”

During the budget battle this 
summer, state and local news 
media conveyed a grim message 
regarding the fate of higher edu- 
cation in California. 

College students across the 
state were warned of dramatic 
fees increases, cuts in admission, 
fewer classes and deletions of 
entire academic programs, 

The budget was finally signed 
on Sept. 2 by Gov. Pete Wilson, 
cutting $125 million from CSU 
campuses and adding the ex- 
pected 40 percent increase to fees

She could be your sister, your 
roommate, or your best frend. 
Her lifestyle does not seem ab 
normal. Maybe she goes to school, 
works part-time, and goes out 
when possible. Perhaps she 
siresses over tests and gets angry 
when things get complicated. 
That’s nothing that any one of us 
hasn't done. But the life that goes 
on behind closed doors and inside 
her body hardly resembles the 
normal life she appear's to be lead- 
ing. Self-destruction isnot an easy 
thing to detect, especially when 
the person has become so good at 
hiding it. The longer it goes 
unchecked, the stronger it be 
comes. 

It is estimated that 7.6 million 
women between the ages of 13 
and 40 have some type of eating 


disorder. The most common is | 


bulimia, a certain type of eating 
disorder, which affects between 
20 and 30 percent of all college 
females. At a time when a young 
woman should be establishing her 
future and growing both intellec- 
tually and socially, a bulemic is 
preventing herself from truly ex- 
periencing life. Her behavior is 
even more startling because she 
is aware of how emouonally and 
physically crippling her actions 
are. This reahzation, however, 
does hitile to help her stop. 

Bulimia was first studied in the 
early 1980s as a distinct type of 
eating disorder. Specific criteria 
has since been established that 
ists common behavior or charac- 
teristics that a person exibits. Re- 
Current episodes of “binge eating” 
% the one, specific factor that 
separates bulimia from other types 
of eating disorders. The bulimic 
consumes large amounts of food 
in a short amount of time, often 
less than two hours. In the ex- 
treme, the person can consume 
upto 20,000 calonesin a prolonged 
binge. 

A binge can consist of eating 

rapidly any type of food, from po- 
tatochips to popcorn to vegetables. 
!t is a misconception that the food 
1salways high in calories or purely 
junk food. These bingesare almost 
always done in private, explaining 
the difficulty of their identifica- 
bon. 
The most disturbing, and well- 
known means of purging, is self- 
induced vomiting. Because thisis 
$0 painful, it is hard to understand 
just why an individual would bring 
it upon herself willingly. 

But according to Florence 
Gainor, a certified professional 
who has been dealing with eating 
disorders for over 12 years, vom

Over-the-counter 
laxatives are not only easy to take, 
but can be used in conjunction 
with vomiting and diet pills. Their 
eflectiveness can also be timed, 
80 as to avoid detection by fnends 
or family 

What makes the identification 
of bulimia mot difficult is that the 
person's appearance is normal; 
the weight fluctuation can be as 
httle as 10 pounds. The behavior 
has often gone on so long that the 
person's guilt encourages her to 
keep it a secret. Guilt and shame 
build, causing her to do anything 
necessary (9 maintain her hidden 
behavior. However, according to 
Gainor, this characteristic can 


vary. 

“College girls can engage in 
group binges," says Gainor, Of 
ten, in a dorm setting, the behav 
10r 18 “learned and maintained to 
gether,” making the act seem 
more like a comradery. This can 
help reinforce social acceptance 
at aa ime when the pressures of 
schoo! and loneliness are great. 
est. Going away to school can be 
a traumatic expenence for many 
young females. Bulimia is often a 
coping mechanism that the per- 
son uses to deal with her feelings 
of depression, isolation or inad 
equacy. 

There are many factors that 
occur early in life which contrib 
ute to the development of an eat 
ing disorder. The emphasis our 
society places on thinness has 
permeated the lives of females 
through television, magazinesand 
mowmes. Although it is estimated 
that only twopercent ofthe female 
population can maintain a model 
figure without extreme measures, 
women are still pressured to fit 
this mold. This switch to what is 
considered the preferred female 
body shape took place in the 
1960s 

“The introduction of Twiggy 
and male fashion designers 
helped change society's womanly 
image,” says Gainor.

ing centuries of the traditional, 
curvy shape of a woman as seen in 
art and literary descriptions. The 
trend was set: feminine softness 
was being replaced by a more 
masculine, straight body. The 
result was confusing and has 
proved tobe frustratingto women. 

College fernales may feel this 
pressure to an even greater de 
gree. Being faced with career 
decisions that will affect their fu 
tures, they are also placed with 
' the burden of achieving a body 
that is nearly impossible to main- 
tain. The desire to achieve perfec- 
tion in all areas of life takes over, 
leaving the woman to feel inad- 
equate because she cannot gain 
total control. 

These feelings of anxiety or 
stress can tigger a binge. “Food 
helps,” says Gainor. “By eating 
the person is able to push ail her 
fears down with the food. There 
is this sense of release and the 
energy drops” allowing the 
bulimic to temporarily suppress 
whatever problem caused her to 
binge in the first place. 

“Eating disorders have noth- 
ing to do with food,” says Gainor. 
The common factor that most 
bulimics share is that they come 
from dysfunctional familbes. A 
lack of communication, addictive 
behavior (alcoholism), or abuse 
can cause a young woman to adapt 
to these surroundings through a 
self-destructive behavior like 
bulimia. 

Akthoughevery cause is umque 
to the individual, it is now known 
that sexual abuse is often part of 
the bulimic’s family history. This 
may range from actual physical 
mistreatment to an unwillingness 
to accept sex as a topic of discus 
sion. 

For recovery to begin, it is nec- 
essary that the bulimic be able to 
admit that there is a problem.

This is often not difficult because 
she realizes that her behavior is 
not normal. 

“Personal therapy is usually 
the best way for recovery to be 
gin” says Gainor. Uncovering the 
reasons for adopting buhmia as a 
method of coping is “necessary to 
change the behavior perma- 
nently.” 

By simply trying to end the 
binge-purge cycle, the person will 
not put an end to her compulsive 
behavior. Instead, it may spill 
over into other forms of addiction 
such as anorexia, or drug or alco- 
hol abuse. 

Group therapy can often be 
helpful in gaining a sense of self. 
worth and acceptance. By at- 
tending meetings, the bulimic will 
realize that she is not alone. 

“If someone else says that they 
ate six pizzas, she wil! more easily 
admit what she has done,” ex- 
plains Gainor. 

Unfortunately, on-campus 
support groups for bulimics are 
no longer offered. Francine 
Todor, a psychological counselor 
at CSUS, said that “interest has 
been limited. We did do a group 
with eighi to ten women bui inter- 
est fell apart. [fenough people get 
together and commit, then we'll 
start it again.” 

Free counseling is still avail 
able on a dropin basis. A student 
may receive eight free sessions 
per school year. After the initial 
assessment of the person's prob- 
lem is made, the student is re 
ferred to a counselor that may be 
able to help. 

Professional services can be 
costly, and most are not covered 
by imsurance policies. Support 
groups, such as Overeaters 
Anonymous, are free of charge 
and can help overcome the feeling 
of isolation that is so closely ted 
to bulimic behavior. What is most 
important is that the person re- 
ceive some form of help in order 
to regain a sense of self-worth.

Young Yu gosla avian athletes te 
escape violence via basketball 


They play for the sarne team, but are on different sides of war 


NORFOLK, Neb. (AP) _ War 
rages in what used to be Yugosia- 
via. 

But two members of a commu 


play basketball. 

Munib Dacho arrived in the 
United States six days before the 
fighting in his homeland began. 
Dzuho isa Muslim, part of a group 
that has joined with Catholics in 
trying to gain independence for 
Bosnia 


Aleks Ninkovic came to the 
United States from Toronto, 
Canada. His parents moved to 
Canada from what was then Yu- 


gosiavia. 

Ninkovic said he considers 
himself to be Yugoslavian, and he 
still has uncles, aunts and cousins 
living in Serbia. 

The Serbians, who practice 
Orthodox religion, are opposed 


to Bosnia’s independence bid. 

Both said it can be difficult to 
concentrate on basketball and 
school work while the fighting 
goes on. 

Dzuho said he has noi been 
able to speak to his parents in 
about a month. They live in 
Sarajevo, the capital of Bosnia, 
along with his 18-year-old brother, 
Kemal. 

“I really don't know if they still 
are alive,” Dzuho said. 

Dauho said he tries to keep up 
with what is happening in his 
homeland, but getting accurate 
information is difficult. 

But it is something he does not 
always want to talk about, he said. 

Dauho said he was watching 
TV recently and he saw the oldest 
library in Sarajevo being de- 
stroyed, which was frightening 

“I just try not to think about it,” 
he said. 

Ninkovic said he sometimes 
watches TV to keep up on current 
events but never reads the news 
papers. 
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Ninkovic said he does not have 
as strong of a desire as Dzuho to 
know what is happening in his 
homeland because he does not 
there. 

His parents lived in Belgrade, 
the capital of Yugoslavia, and 
Kragujevac, before they moved 
to Canada, he said. 

Other relatives live in Serbia, 
which is south and west of the 
fighting, Ninkovic said. 

Ninkovic said he sometimes 
talks to his relatives in Yugosla- 
via, but the last time he was able 
to get through was about a month 
ago. But they never discuss the 
war. 

Ninkovic and Dzho said they 
sometimes talk about the situa 
tion, but they do not argue or have 
hard feelings toward one another. 

The said they consider one 
another to be friends. 

They share living quarters in 
the dormitory where they live at 
Northeast, along with two other 
basketball players.

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ASU athletic program 
struggles as athletes 
have run-ins with law 


MESA, Ariz. (AP)— Arizona 
State's embattled athletic program 
finally received some good news 
Wednesday when a judge re- 
leased Jamal Faulkner from jail, 
saying he believed the basketball 
forward had learned his lesson 
after almost a week in jail. 

The junior, who ended up 
spending about six days behind 
bars, had been sentenced last 
week to 30 days for violating his 
probation in a credit-card scam. 

Officials with Arizona State's 
basketball program had said the 
30-day sentence jeopardized 
Faulkner's eligibility for the sea- 
son because he would miss too 
many classes. 

“The jail time was to show you 
that there are catastrophic Grcum 
stances to our actions,” Judge 
Steven Sheldon told Faulkner. “It 
was not meant to show you are a 


Faulkner told the judge, “Talk- 
ing to the other prisoners, | know 
my situation must drastically 
change for me to not end up like 
that. It was just an enlightenment.” 

Faulkner, who grew up in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., apparently will be 
allowed back on the team. 

“I'm excited for Jamal,” coach 
Bill Frieder said. “I'm just glad 
that he can get back to his classes 
and his school work right away. 
As of now, he’s in good standing 
with our basketball program.” 

But sports information direc- 
tor Mark Brand left the door open 
for possible disciplinary action on 
Faulkner. 

“As (athletic director) Charles 
Harris said last week, every stu 
dent-athlete is subject to review,” 
Brand said. 

More than a dozen Arizona 
State athletes have been in legal 
trouble during the past 14 months. 
On Tuesday, the school sus 
pended starting cuarterback 
Garrick McGee after he was sum- 


Frieder also lost sophomore 
Mario Bennett to knee surgery in 
August. 


It looked like Frieder had a 
good chance of losing Faulkner 
too. Sheldon scheduled the hear- 
ing in Maricopa County Superior 
Court to review the sentence he 
imposed Aug. 27. 

Faulkner was sentenced to two 
years’ probation in April after 
pleading guilty along with three 
other players to a felony charge 
stemming from a scam involving 
$13,474 in long-distance telephone 
calls. 

Faulkner, handcuffed and in a 


jaiHissue uniform, appeared sul 
len while waiting for the hearing. 
Six Anzona State basketball play- 
ers appeared to show support, 
including Bennett.

Former Nebraska 
football player 
paralyzed 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) _ A former Uni- 
versity of Nebraska football player may be 
paralyzed from a gunshot wound he re 
ceived in a scuffle with police, coach Tom 
Osborme said 

Former running back Scott Bakdwin, 
23, was in serious condition Sunday at St 
Joseph Hospital following surgery after he 
was shot Saturday night, said hospital 
spokeswoman Mary Vodicka 

Vodicka said a neurosurgeon is moni- 
toring Baldwin's condition and the extent 
of his injury won't be known until today 
She said he may be paralyzed from the 
waist down 

Osborne said a bullet remained in 
Baldwin's spine and there is a possibility of 
permanent wnyury 

“He (Baldwin) feels really bad. His 
legs aren't working. We just hope and pray 
that they do at same point,” said Osborne, 

Osborme described Baldwin as ratio- 
nai and lucid. He said Baldwin remembers 
on that happened Saturday 


“He remembers even the gun aguinst 
his back,” Osborne said. “1 think after he 
was shot he fek relieved, because he 


outpatient treatment for severe depression 
after being found not responsible by rea- 
son of insanity in the January beating of 
Lincoln graphic artist Gina Simanek Moun- 
tain and a Lincoln police officer. 

The house supervisor at St. Joseph 
Center for Mental Heakh, Bob Pilcher, on 
Sunday declined to answer any questions 
about Baldwin. 

Osborne said after the incident, 
Bakdwin admitted to team psychologist Jack 
Stark that he stopped taking medication to 


treat depression on Wednesday and had 
had one beer before his arrest. 

Police said the Douglas County 
attorney's office would review Saturday 
night's incident in which Baldwin, who was 
nude, struggled with two female officers 
who were attempting to arrest him for 
disorderly conduct. 

The phones at the office and home of 
Douglas County Attorney Jim Jansen 
weren't being answered Sunday 

Police Chief Jim Skinner said Sunday 
that the two officers said Baldwin had tried 
to wrest a gun from one of the officers’ 
holsters. The second officer heard the first 
say Baldwin tried to take the gun. The 
second officer pulled her pistol and shot 
Baldwin, Skinner said 

Baldwin resisted officers’ efforts to 
calm him verbally, so the officers tned to 
take him physically into custody, Skinner 
said. 

During the January incident, Baldwin 
also was nude and struggied with officers. 

Skinner said police received a 911 call 
at 11:18 p.m. Saturday from former Ne 
braska quarterback Mickey Joseph, who 
said Baldwin had jumped out of his car at 
an Omaha intersection after the two men 
had attended a Nebraska-Omaha football 
game 

Minutes later, police said, they re 
ceived a call from a bar and were told that 
a man identified as Baldwin was being 
escorted out of the lounge. 

Police said they then received a num- 
ber of cal’; from people who reported that 
a nude man was seen near 38th and Pratt 
streets. 

Police said two officers found Baldwin 
trying to get into a house at 30th and Pratt. 

It was then that the struggle ensued 
and the shot fired. 

Police said the officers were treated 
for minor injuries at a hospital and re. 
leased. 

Under terms of his treatment plan, in 
addition to taking medication and sessions 
with psychiatrists, 

Baldwin was attending classes at the 
University of Nebraska and staying with a 
graduate student. 
chased a plane ticket to travel to his home 
in New Jersey over the Labor Day week- 
end, but the court felt it was too early for 
him to leave Nebraska. 

“Scott had not been home for two 
years and his not going home as antici 
pated may have affected him to some de. 
gree,” Osbome said.
